But the father who goes wrong creates double havoc 
blights his own family at the same time that he wrongs 
community. 
The problems arising from the delinquency of the father 
have been for some time engaging the attention of reformers. 
The single man who wishes to get drunk or commit a mis­ 
demeanor, which makes him liable to jail or the penitentiary, 


m a y , although by no means always, largely meet the penalty of 
his own crime, but the father in his own ruin drags his wife 
and children. 
The days that be spends in prison mean that his famih are 
without means of support. If his wife is strong enough sin* ekes 
out a pittance over the wash tub; young children go prelim 
tardy to work or to the streets and possible crime—or they 
must know the dependence upon charities, which to a proud 
family is a bitter pill. 
Entirely innocent, the wife and children suffer and starve 
while the man, especially if he has a hardened conscience, may 
be quite comfortable. 
He has three meals a day, meals often 
better than he had at home; be is warm and housed and has a 
?ood bed to sleep in. 
It was the realization of this condition which recently led 
Judge Allen, of our own city, to suspend a sentence, giving the 
father a chance to redeem his wrong doing if he shows diligent 
effort to provide for his family. 
This problem of the father who goes wrong has been made 
a special study in Chicago, where derelict fathers are in such 
appalling numbers and associated charities are finding so many 
families in abject want because of the erring heads of the house, i 
Chicago is trying to solve the problem by giving the father 
a chance. 
The statement is given out that one thousand fathers and 
husbands over whom a prison sentence has been pronounced 
and who, in the ordinary course of events, should now be con­ 
victs and wear stripes, are today walking the streets of Chicago 
as free citizens. 
They have been given another chance to support their 
tammies and attend to their business. 
A little over two years ago the passage of the adult proba­ 
tion law went into effect and by" its terms the judge may admit 
any defendant to probation, providing that it is his first offense 
and he has never previously" been convicted of any crime or 
misdemeanor. 
Judges are making liberal use of their rights to put men 
under probation when they feel that such a course would be 
more beneficial both to the criminal and to the community. 
In many instances the father has been wakened up by be 
Mg brought face to face with prison doors and the effect upon 
mo homo lins been salutary7. A probation officer visits his ward 
Mice a month, and if he finds the ward a weakling, arranges to 
ive his wages go directly- to the wife.

creases the Governor pointed out the 
correspondingly lower tax of farm­ 
ers and home owners, whose property 
has always he#»n “ in sight" and taxed. 
He also reminded his hearers of the

the Ohio Cornfields”, which will here­ 
after be assessed on ail property. In­ 
cluding hundreds of millions of in­ 
tangible holdings that have hereto­ 
fore escaped. 
Some Idea of the magnitude of the 
gigantic scheme to benefit the rural 
communities of Ohio can be seen in 
the Governor’s claim that within the 
coming year the state will build IGOU 
miles of modern highway. 
At the conclusion of his speech at 
the hall, Governor Cox addressed an 
overflow meeting In the Good Hope 
Baptist church. 
The great throng In Wayne hall 
listened attentively to short and in­ 
structive addresses by Hon. H u m p h 
»**y Jones and Attorney F. A. Chaffin, 
while Gov. Cox was s p e a k i n g in the 
church. 
As Governor ('ox entered the Bap 
tim. church, where a crowd of some 
200 persons had waited patiently for 
his appearance after making a speech 
at the township hall, the audience 
greeted him by arising and singing, 
"America".

Governor Cox flirt lier stated that 
the women are playing a magnificent

conditions generally. 
"There 
has 
been too much money expended upon 
too many small school*," he said in 
speaking of centralization aud better 
education, He said the tiling was com­ 
ing when some of his hearers would 
see a plot of ground added to the 
Wayne township High school for the 
purpose of teaching scientific farm­ 
ing. 
Other points of hts spt'ech were:

\ Chance for Erring Fathers 


The Mph, of reform ing Hie erring father is a new preach 


jnent- 
. . . 
It is a significant sign of the times that whereas in the past 
tho erring wife, the erring girl or the poring boy figured oft. ti 
in the problems of reform , today it is the erring father who is 
jSpging the maximum attention of reform and philanthropic 
agencies. 
For hack of the errors of tin- children, and often of the 
mother, rise the errors of the father, responsible for the wrong 
doing of his own flesh and blood. 
Wrong doing brings its own penalty we all know; the girl 
who errs finds her happiness lost iii despair; the boy who err- 
finds the lost opportunity ringing its knoll and discovers that 
while he lias cheated the country of a useful citizen, he has 
cheated himself of the chance to amount to something. 
But the father who goes wrong creates double havoc; la* 
blights his own fam ily at the same time that he wrongs the 
community. 
The problems arising from the deli lip uenct of the father 
have been for some tim e engaging the attention of reformers. 
The single m an who wishes to get drunk or commit a mis­ 
demeanor, which m akes him liable to jail or tie* penitentiary, 


may, although by no means always, largely meet the penally of 
hi8 own crime, but the father in his own ruin drags his wife 
and children. 
The days that he spends in prison mean that his family art* 
without means of support. If his wife* is strong enough she ekes 
out a pittance over the wash tub; young children go prem a­ 
turely to work or to the streets and possible crime—or they 
must know the dependence upon charities, which to a proud 
family is a hitter pill. 
Entirely innocent, the wife and children sutler and starve 
while the man, especially if he has a hardened conscience, may 
be quite comfortable. 
He has three meals a day', meals often 
better than he had at home; he is warm and housed and has a 
k'ood bed to sleep in. 
It was the realization of this condition which recently led 
Judge Allen, of our own city, to suspend a sentence, giving the 
father a chance to redeem his wrong doing if he shows diligent 
effort to provide for his family. 
This problem of the father who goes wrong has been made 
a special study in Chicago, where derelict fathers are in such 
appalling numbers and associated charities are finding so many 
families in abject want because of the erring heads of the house, 
Chicago ig trying to solve the problem by giving the father 
a chance. 
The statem ent is given out th at one thousand fathers and 
husbands over whom a prison sentence has been pronounced 
and who, in the ordinary course of events, should now be con­ 
victs and wear stripes, are today walking the streets of Chicago 
as free citizens. 
They have been given another chance to support their 
families and attend to their business. 
A little over two years ago the passage of the adult proba­ 
tion law went into effect and by its terms the judge may admit 
any defendant to probation, providing th at it is his first offense 
and he has never previously been convicted of any crime or 
misdemeanor. 
Judges are m aking liberal use of their rights to put men 
wider probation when they feel th at such a course would be 
wore beneficial both to the crim inal and to the community. 
In many instances the father has been wakened up by be ( 
brought face to face with prison doors and the effect upon J 
os home lias been salutary.
